The Koreans were stranded 
when their small boat capsiz- 
ed close to the 12 x 15 foot 
reef, Local authorities were un_ 
able to perform the rescue due 
to the treacherous currents of 
the river and lack of cquip- 
ment. 

Specialist Davis, a helicopter 
erew-chief in the 6th Trans- 
portation Company, and mem- 
bers of his crew, transported 


the men to safety by helicop- 


ter.

School student entered the Ar- 
my in April, 1956, and arrived 
overseas last June on this tour 
of duty.

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MacDonald Gallion 


Attorney General MacDonald 
Gallion urged citizens of Ala- 
bama to emphasize the pro- 
gress that is being made in 
this state and thus help erase 
the image that has been creat_ 
ed by adverse publicity. 

In an address to the Rotary 
Club of Brundidge, last week, 
Gallion stated that the plusses 
would far outweigh the minus. 
es in Alabama’s development 
during recent years. He cited 
examples such as: the improv- 
ed inland waterways, putting 
the state docks on a sound ha- 
sis, new highway construction, 
a stepped-up school building 
program and a sharp reduction 
in the crime rate. According to 
Gallion, an FBI report showed 
that Alabama's crime rate was 
reduced by a larger percentage 
last year than that of any oth. 
er state. 

Gallion was introduced by 
Bob Godwin who paid tribute 
to Gallion‘s outstanding record 
as a publie servant and noted 
that Gallion was selected as 
Chairman of the Southern At- 
torney’s General Conference in 
1961-62. The speaker was 
thanked by Francis Johnson 
and the members of Rotary in_ 
dicated their approval by a 
standing ovation.

Curtis Duke 


The present active campaign 
for state president of Alabama 
Education Association is a de- 
cisive race which will deter- 
mine it Alabama’s education 
will move forward or retain its 
status and arrangements, This 
statement was made by Curtis 
Duke, president of the Coffee 
County Division of Classroom 
Teachers, and currently a can- 
didate for the top post of ABA. 

“While the voting for AEA 
president is lirnited to members 
of the teaching profession,” 
Duke stated, “the impact of 
this vote is by no means that 
limited. While other candidates 
for this post can make what- 
ever statements they wish, I 
state unrservedly that I helieve 
in the name of decency and 
sensible economic judgement 
that Alabama must take imme- 
diate steps to clear up this e- 
conomic mess which we have 
made of school financing in 
Alabama. I lay first blame for 
this condition at the feet of 
the classroom teachers of this 
state who have been foolish 
enough to “give away” their 
professional ski'seas man y 
have already agreed to do by 
teaching for sub-standard sal- 
aries under uncertain con- 
tracts. 

Secondly I blame the em- 
ploying boards of education 
who have seen fit to engage in 
deficit financing of t heir 
schools rather than take steps 
to see that definite provisions 
were made for their financing 
by whatever tax and revenue 
measures were needed. Th e 
third portion of this total re- 
sponsibility must be passed to 
the general public which has 
been foolish to allow their chil 
dren, their most precious pos- 
sessions, to be educationally 
short - changed for lack of 
money to run first-class schools 
while this same public consum- 
ed millions annually on booze, 
tobacco, and commercialized 
recreation.” 

Opposes Practice 

Duke, who is conducting an 
aggressive campaign for the 
top post of the 20,000 member 
AEA, has been very outspoken 
against the current practice, in 
many systems, of teachers 
signing contracts which guar- 
anteed their salaries only “if 
funds are available.” He has 
insisted that teachers in their 
local units of AEA immediately 
set up contract and salary com. 
mittees through which these 
teachers would express their 
contract demands. Emphasiz- 
ing the fact that teachers are 
employed by local boards rath_ 
er than the state legislature, 
Duke has insisted that the 
teachers, through their con- 
tract committees, should speci- 
fy the salaries for which they 
will work and leave the matter 
of financing the school pro- 
grams to the employing boards 
and their superintendent. He 
contends that the “begginb at- 
titude” of teachers, along with 
legislative pressures which have 
often been employed are both 
“unprofessional and unnecess- 
ary.” Duke, a former college 
dean and presently senior high 
math teacher at New Brockton 
High School, contends that 
through contract and salary 
committees, local units of AEA 
should immediately initiate 
proceedings to present their 
employing boards of education 
with a $400-per-year salary in- 
crease demand for 1962-63 to 
be followed by similar salary 
increases over each of the next

four years until the present 
$3400-per-year average for the 
bachelor’s degree reaches a 
minimum of $5,000 per year, 
Duke contends in his plat- 
form, which is now being dis- 
tributed to teachers through- 
out the state, that members of 
the local ABA units should 
back such “reasonable”  re- 
quests for salary increases with 
positive action even to the 
point of refusing to staff their 
classrooms if such salary in- 
crease demands are not met, 


Opposes Unions 

Lashing out at those who 
would favor unionization of 
teachers and teachers striking 
by “walkouts”, Duke emphati- 
cally stated that both of these 
techniques are completely fore. 
ign to his thinking. 


“First of all $5,000 per year 
for the 4-year college degree 
would still be too low,” he said. 
“In the second place what's 
wrong with any person, pro- 
fessional or no, deciding the 
conditions under which he will 
work and for what money he 
will perform these services for 
which he might be hired. I am 
advocating the principal that 
what teachers have to offer— 
education, is no longer some- 
thing we simply desire. Some 
form of educational training is 
an imperative necessity in or- 
der to make a living today. It 
is just as simple as that! Why 
unionize, just professionalize. 
Why walk out of a classroom? 
Why not rather refuse to staff 
those classrooms until sensible 
and reasonable requests are 
met?”

Diverted Acreage 


ACP Aid Is Ready 


It is not too early for farm- 
ers to plan for conservation 
measures to be carried out next 
spring and summer, according 
to Mr. Earl Bess, Chairrean of 
the Coffee County Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Committee. This is particularly 
true, he says, in view of the ad. 
ditional acreages which will be 
diverted from the production 
of corn and other feed grains 
and wheat under the 1962 feed 
grain and wheat stabilization 
programs. 

The Chairman points ou t 
that, to qualify for payment 
under the feed grain or wheat 
stabilization program, the di- 
verted acreage must be devot- 
ed to an approved conservat- 
ion use. These approved cori- 
servation uses vary by states 
and by counties, but the list 
for any county can be obtain- 
ed from the county Agricultur- 
al Stabilization and Conseryvs- 
tion Committee. Some of th 
approved conservation uses (r 
der the feed grain program 2: 4 
the wheat stabilization pro- 
gram are similar to conservat- 
ion practices for which cost 
sharing assistance is available 
through the Agricultural Con- 
servation Program. 

Mr. Bess says that the fact 
that payments may be received 
under the feed grain program 
or the wheat stabilization pro- 
gram for the diverted acreage 
does not make the diverted 
acreage ineligible for ACP as- 
sistance. To be eligible for ACP’ 
assistance, however, measures 
carried out on the diverted 
acreage must meet ACP  re- 
quirements, and cost - sharing 
assistance must have been ap- 
proved by the county commit- 
tee before the practice is car— 
ried out. 

While land is being diverted 
under the feed grain program 
or the wheat stabilization pro_ 
gram may be the most appro- 
priate time to carry out needed 
conservation measures in ad- 
dition to those which will meet 
the requirements of the diver- 
sion programs. Some of these 
additional measures might al- 
so qualify for ACP assistance 
if they are carried out in ac- 
cordance with ACP specifica- 
tions and if the county com- 
mittee has approved cost shar_ 
ing. 

Although no additional ACP 
funds have been made ayvyail- 
able for practices to be carried 
out on diverted acreage, coun- 
ty committees will consider 
these conservation needs as 
well as those on other farm- 
lands in issuing approvals of 
ACP cost-sharing so as to make 
the most effective use of avail_ 
able funds.

everywhere. Low overhead sometimes gives the small- 
town retailer a competitive advantage over the _ big-city 
merchant. So the Review asks and answers a question: 


“Why then, do so many shoppers travel fifty or a hundred 
miles to buy the same item they could obtain at home for 
the same price? Many retailers who ask this question 
should look to themselves to find the blame, Inadequate 
advertising is likely to be the answer.”

ional taxes for county develop- 
ment. t 

There was a 360 yes and 382 
no vote to authorize additional 
taxes for development of 
Greene county and 365 yes and 
876 no on a similar proposal 
for Lawrence couxty, while 
there was 329 yes and 408 no 
vote to qguthorize pensions for 
retired employes of Mobile 
county. The vote was 518 yes* 
and 755 no on a proposal to re- 
quire the state fo furnish bond 
in condemnation proceedings: 
for new state roads and other 
state projects.
